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1 . DURING AFTERNOON SESSION ON OCTOBER 20CHAIRMAN JAROSZEK 
CIRCULATED TO COMMITTEE ONE DELEGATIONS THE TEXT OF THE 
REVISED OUTER SPACE DRAFT RESOLUTION. THE RESOLUTION IS 
CONSPONSORED BY 34 OF THE 38 MEMBERS OF THE OUTER SPACE

2. THE FOUR MEMBERS OF THE OUTER SPACE COMMITTEE NOT 
SPONSORING THE RESOLUTION ARE PAKISTAN, CHAD. ALBANIA AND 
LEBANON. AUSTRIA HAS INFORMED US THAT PAKISTAN IS DIS- 
SATISFIED WITH PARA 10 WHICH IN ITS VIEW, BY FAILING TO CITE 
PREVIOUS UNGA RESOLUTIONS, DOES NOT SUFFICIENTLY UNDERLINE 
THE REQUIREMENT THAT INDIA'S THIMBA ROCKET LAUCHING 
STATION BE USED ONLY FOR PEACEFUL AND SCIENTIFIC EXPLORA 
TION OF OUTER SPACE. CHAD AND ALBANIA HAVE TRADITIONALLY
